The  amount  realized  from  the  “Centennial  Memorial  Fund” 
subscription  has  enabled  us  to  meet  every  claim  against  the 
Church  and  also  to  pay  $2000  on  the  principal  debt,  thereby 
reducing  it  to  the  amount  as  above  stated. 

The  Stewards  are  deserving  of  the  greatest  praise  for  the 
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energy  and  perseverance  shown  by  them  during  the  past  year^ 
whereby,  notwithstanding  the  above  special  subscription,  after 
meeting  all  claims  against  their  own  Board,  they  have  been 
able  to  pay  over  to  the  Trustees,  for  the  current  expenses  of 
the  Church,  the  sum  of  $1,872.57,  a  result  that  must  be  as  en¬ 
couraging  to  the  Congregation  as  it  is  gratifying  to  the  Trus¬ 
tees.  But  despite  this  pleasing  exhibit,  the  fact  remains  that 
the  amount  raised  through  the  regular  channels  is  not  suffi¬ 
cient  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  Church,  and  pay  the 
interest  on  the  debt :  to  provide  for  all  of  which  requires  nearly 
$6,000  annually. 

And  yet,  with  the  same  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
official  members  as  put  forth  during  the  past  year,  and  with 
the  same  sympathy  and  encouragement  from  the  Congregation  > 
we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  finances  of  the 
Church  will  be  less  and  less  of  a  burden  hereafter  than  they 
have  been  during  previous  years. 

Beginning  this,  the  new  Conference  year  as  we  do  with  the 
interest  for  the  current  six  months  provided  for  in  advance, 
an  experience  never  before  known  in  the  history  of  our  Church 
since  the  cornerstone  of  the  present  building  was  laid,  let  us 
not  forget  that  to  maintain  the  position  now  gained  will  require 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  every  member  of  the  Congregation, 
as  well  as  the  thoughtful  consideration  and  united  action  of 
our  entire  Officiary. 

I  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  the  contributions  from  the 
ladies  of  the  Church :  the  “  Ladies’  Sewing  Society  ”  having 
during  the  year  raised  the  sum  of  $450  (including  $200  sub¬ 
scribed  to  the  “  Centennial  Memorial  Fund  ”)  and  the  “  Young 
Ladies’  Aid  Society  ”  in  addition  to  the  amount  expended  by 
them  on  the  Parsonage,  $150  (including  $100  subscribed  to 
the  same  fund),  a  result  highly  creditable  to  both  Societies,  but 
which  they  promise  to  exceed  during  the  coming  year. 

Trusting  that  the  above  report  may  give  all  useful  and  de- 
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sirable  information  relative  to  the  finances  of  our  beloved 
Grace  Church,  and  with  an  earnest  wish  that  the  coming  year 
may  be  one  of  great  spiritual  power  and  temporal  prosperity,
